STROLLING INTO A CAPITAL HEALTH 
emergency room with a bad cough 
could get you a free face mask. The 
health authority has instituted the 
regional measure to stem the impact 
of influenza A, which arrived last 
week, and accustom patients and 
staff to measures necessary in the 
case of a more serious outbreak. 

“We launched an initiative in 
emergency rooms, so when staff rec- 
ognize respiratory symptoms they 
could very well ask [patients] to 
wear a mask.

HOW NOT TO DEAL 

Responding to community com- 
plaints in 2003, council approved a 
bylaw to enforce occupancy accord- 
ing to limits set by development 
permits, and to prevent new pubs 
and clubs from opening on the 
strip.

another look at occupancy limits, 
which she feels are out of line. 

“(Council] has no business 
putting people out of business,” 
Lowe put it bluntly 

Lowe believes the problems in 
Old Strathcona are partly a conse- 
quence of the community being in a 
central area of the city. 

“There isn’t a whole lot of litter 
coming out of the bars,” she 
claimed. Other issues contribute to 
the problems seen on Whyte, she 
added. “We have the homeless 
problem, and the crystal meth 
kids... What we have is a manage- 
ment issue.” 


BY THE NUMBERS 

But for Booth, the root of the 
problem lies with the number of 
bar-going patrons on the street at 
any one time. 

“Occupancy numbers are just 
one of the problems, but it drives all 
the other issues,” she said

Proposal would make Edmonton North America’s first Human Rights City 


“55,000 COMMERCIAL MESSAGES IS 
what an average person receive: 
every year: how many of them are 
talking about their own personal 
human rights?” asks Lewis Cardinal 
VP of the Board of Directors for 
Aboriginal Voices Radio and recent 
recipient of the Alberta Centennial 
Medal for his work in human rights 
multiculturalism and diversity 

The idea of giving Edmonton the 
Official status of “human rights city,’ 
as it will be discussed at a kevnote 
address taking place Thursday, Feb 
ruary 2, during the U of A’s Interna 
tional Week, is not a new concept. 

Several cities all over the world 
already enjoy that status, placing a 
renewed importance on human 
rights in their day-to-day opera- 
tions—from their integration in 
police force operations, to municipal 
human rights awareness campaigns, 
and local educational programs. 

Edmonton is a prime example of a 
growing community faced with a 
wealth of cultural diversity, as well 
as some of the problems that come 
with it—such as gang violence, 
youth violence and racial discrimi- 





at the U of A. “First of all, it has to be 
acknowledged by the city. Once that 
happens, we basically sign on to try 
to implement specifics of the Univer 
sal Declaration of Human Rights 

Knight mentions the idea of 
launching a media campaign on 
buses, as well as going to schools 
throughout the city to teach students 
about human rights, and making it 
part of daily city activities. 

The second thing is that we use 
ourselves as a beacon, as an example 
for other cities—to challenge other 
cities in Alberta to do the same.” 

Last fall, Knight and other mem- 
bers of the John I tumpfrey Centre 
approached the city of Edmonton 
with a plan outlining their idea. 

“The mayor has responded rela- 
tively positively. I think he wants to 
see what it involves first, before 
committing the city to this,” says 
Knight. “There were a couple coun- 
cilors that attended some of the ini- 
tial meetings. The knowledge is 
already there, within council. We 
haven't had a declaration yet, and 
we'd like to see an official declara- 
tion by the city.”

Brault cast a humanist eye on October crisis

The arrest 
and detention of over 400 Canadi- 
ans, mainly French-speaking, 
against whom no evidence of 
unlawful activity had been present- 
ed, epitomized, for some of the more 
hard-nationalist Québecois, the lack 
of respect for the Francophone 
minority within Canada.

Québecois cinema repeatedly dis- 
plays a preoccupation with a per- 
ceived suppression of French Cana- 
dian culture by predominantly Eng- 
lish governments. Yet representa- 
tions of the October Crisis, an event 
that centered on concrete instances 
of grievous persecution, are prob- 
lematic when the project is 
approached merely in the hopes of 
creating a revisionist history of 
events to justify, or make apology 
for the actions of either side. 

With few ambiguous actions on 
either the part of the Government or 
that of the FLO, resulting in a politi- 
cal and humanitarian disaster for 
French and English alike, films 
which favour the perspective of one 
side or the other—like Pierre 
Falardeau’s Octobre (1994), which 
turns the felquistes responsible into 
heroes—are usually offensively sim- 
plistic. 


FREE TO BE PUT IN A CAGE 

Michel Brault’s 1974 film Les 
Ordres, which attempts to recon- 
struct, through fictional interviews, 
the aftermath of the invocation of the 
War Measures Act, takes a different 





and more laudable approach in 
choosing to give voice to the hun- 
dreds of innocent victims held in 
prison and tortured, both psycholog- 
ically and physically, for the crimes 
of the FLQ, despite little evidence 
justifying their arraignment. The 
film centers upon the stories of a 
union organizer and his wife, a 
social worker, an unemployed 
father, and a doctor dedicated to 
maintaining an inner city medical 
clinic for the economically disadvan- 
taged. 

None has any illusions about the 
reasons for his or her detainment, 
attributing it, primarily, and perhaps 
correctly to a devotion to left-wing 
social causes. That people identified 
as leftists appear to become the first 
targets for persecution when a for- 
merly free nation becomes a police 
state provokes troubling questions, 
yet one of the great strengths of 
Brault’s film is his avoidance of 
direct political commentary. Unique- 
ly, he allows his characters the space 
to narrate their stories in their own 
words, and he resists the temptation 
to underline their statements with 
political bombast. 
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It may be most rewarding to view 
Les Ordres in terms of the typical 
cinéma verité documentary, wherein 
a minimum of the filmmaker’s own 
political opinions are expressed in 
the assemblage of clips and the audi- 
ence is relatively free to draw its 
own conclusions from what it has 
been shown, but as Jean-Luc Godard 
once suggested, even the use of a 
tracking shot reveals, in spite of a 
director's best attempts at neutrality, 
his moral precepts. The fact that 
Brault has recorded events with the 
impassive eye of the documentary 
cameraman does in no way render 
his work apolitical, though it is per- 
haps less evidently moralistic than a 
stridently didactic socialist film like 
Hour of The Furnaces (Solanas and 
Getino, 1968). 

Brault’s use of the tracking shot in 
Les Ordres is reminiscent of the 
ground-breaking one he created for 
Jean Rouche in Chronique dun été 
(1961) of concentration camp sur- 
vivor Marceline Loridan walking 
along the Place d’étoile and through 
the Gare du nord behind a mobile 
camera as she recounts her harrow- 
ing experiences. Crucially, Loridan is

“The collection was shaped over 
time by successive directors, curators, 
and volunteer committees,” says 
Whitelaw.

Whitelaw has organized the show 
around the contributions of influential 
directors. “I wanted to group things 





not by when they were made, but by 
when they were acquired,” she 
explains. Whitelaw’s choices com- 
municate a sense of how collections 
are ultimately built. Walking 
through the rooms, it’s apparent 
what each era’s leadership was inter- 
ested in. Although the work is 
diverse, there is almost always a 
through line that hints at why each 
piece was bought. 


The biggest surprise is the grouping 
dating from 1979-84, which thoroughly 
challenges AGA’s reputation for con- 
servatism. This period broughta lot of 
avant-garde art to the gallery, much of 
which still seems vibrant and fresh 
today. “Tt was really a moment of possi- 
bility,” says Whitelaw. “1 think the 
gallery saw that.” 

The exhibit also seems to provide an 
alternate reading of the history of 
Edmonton. As public work, the art 
reflected the spirit of the times, and it 
appears that the city and its people had 
a time when it was quite adventurous. 
But if Edmontonians didn’t simply 
know what kinds of art they liked, 
they also just wanted to know art.

There 
were no specific guidelines as to what Jorge 
needed; just general products he would grav 
itate to. But, of course, everything has Pi 
function—that’s what wedo as industrial or 
architectural designers and interior decora- 
tors. The designs were all based on interpre- 
tations of Jorge’s personality and lifestyle.” 

Submissions came from surprisingly far 
afield. “There was definitely more interno- 
tional interest.” Koleric lists, “India, Singa- 
pore, Portugal, Denmak... Calgary. The 
Brazilian designer even came up for a week 
We had a great fime.” 

Koleric Baier that a healthy bloggi 
scene is partially responsible for the globa 
reach, and he also thinks that its influence is 
shaping trends in his field. 

“The reaction was good to having a spe- 
cific theme,” he adds. “This is our seventh 
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show now. We do three a year: FROST in 
the winter, THAW in June, and the Interna 
tional Design Show in October. We wanted 
to be more visible, because we are trying to 
attract the next generation of designers and

It 
works as an immediate piece of the- 
atre. We're watching Sam who has 
quite the journey in this play and 
watching an actor challenged in an 
ultimate way.” 


NEW YORK STATE OF MIND 

Little wonder they’re intent on a 
hearty meal.

Although Edmonton has a few so- 
called “elite” restaurants, the milieu is 
completely different to that of the Big 
Apple—‘You don’t have to bribe 
anyone for a reservation,” says Kirk- 
patrick. But they’re agreed in this age 
of cooking shows and chefs with rock 
star prestige, the world is a familiar 
one. 

So too, the spectacle of the innocent 
abroad—Sam’'s a nice guy trying to 
make the best of a really crappy situa- 
tion. That dichotomy, says DeFélice is 
vitally important to making the play 
work “He's from the Mid-west not 
New York, trying to survive. You live 
that experience with him.” 

Kirkpatrick says the story arc fol- 
lows Sam trying to find something 
positive in his soul-destroying situa- 
tion “[At the end of this shift he real- 
izes] maybe he is entitled to take 
something for himself. In a way, his 
Mid-Western prairie sensibilities 
don’t match up with the New York 
dog-eat-dog world. If he’s trying to 
get ahead in that world, maybe he 
has to change a bit and he certainly 
makes the decision to go for it a bit 
more.” 

Fuelling the creative process is a 
profound respect for each other and 
their work. DeFelice was one of Kirk-

lotte’s questionable cooperation with 
the Stasi. Wright eventually chose to 
insert himself into a highly postmod- 
ern and profoundly subjective play 
that deconstructs the whole bio- 
graphical process of creating a mem- 
oir-based work as it lovingly drama- 
tizes Charlotte's life from twisty start 
to hoary finish. 

Underlining just how top-to-bot- 
tom controversial her life was, says 
director James Macdonald, a chunk 
of Charlotte’s antique collection was 
literally lifted from the abandoned 
homes of Jews taken to concentration 
camps during the Nazi era. 

“It’s a classic debate, really, given 
that she was doing things that 
weren't out of the ordinary for the 
time,” says Macdonald. 

“Yes she was technically speaking 
stealing furniture from those estates, 
but if she hadn’t taken them, where 
would the stuff have gone other- 
wise? In one way you could look at 
her collection as a metaphor for her 
whole life: she did a lot of question- 
able things for all the right reasons.” 

Macdonald says the challenge 
audiences and creative team alike 
inherently have putting themselves 
in Charlotte’s and the whole era’s 
shoes and the playwright’s daring

patrick’s professors at the U of A, 
directing him in two Studio Theatre 
productions. Kirkpatrick says the 
influence continues to linger, “A lot 
of my thinking about the theatre 
comes directly from Jim.

We haven't 
worked much together, but we have 
become fast friends.” It brings a wel- 
come shorthand to the mounting of 
the project they both say. 


SUBTERRANEAN 
HEARTSICK BLUES 

It’s useful in a situation where the 
devil is in the details, continues Kirk- 
patrick. “The biggest challenge of this 
play is to do credible specific charac- 
ter work that differentiates Sam and 
all the people who call in; to transport 
the audience on the journey of the 
play. That's what we're working 
on—telling the story as effectively as 
we can through my character trans- 
formations.” Knowing each other 
well, he says, creates an atmosphere 
where it is possible to play to his 
strengths. 

De Felice’s insistence on creating a 
credible world for his performer is 
also important—but the director 
gives full credit to designer Narda 
McCaroll. “[Sam works in] the sec- 
ond basement. It’s the least appealing 


decision to present her “warts and 
all” is why the play is such a great 
work of theatre. 

“When he won the Pulitzer for the 
work, Wright was actually criticized 
for having created such a flawed 
hero and then presenting her in a 
positive light,” he says, adding that 
most people like their stories—fic- 
tional or otherwise—to be black and 
white. 

For performer John Ullyatt, the 
biggest challenge in playing Char- 
lotte et al. is to keep everything 
ordered inhismind. — - 


EXCEPTIONAL TRICKERY 

“This play is friggin’ epic in 
scope,” says the actor. “At one point I 
found myself completely over- 
whelmed with all the play’s research 
and technical requirements and had 
this Archimedes-like epiphany in the 
bath and realized that the less I think 
about some things the better it is. At 
its heart this is a beautifully simple 
story.” 

Another artistic goal of Macdon- 
ald’s was to make sure the audience 
remained “personally connected” to 
a work that could easily become 
intellectually distant. 

“It’s always too easy for an audi-

ence to become detached and one of 
the reasons Wright put himself in the 
piece was to serve as a stand-in for 
the audience and make sure they 
continue to feel their way through 
the work and not just have an objec- 
tive learning experience,” he says.

Lastly, despite all the controversy 
and theatrical complexity of the 
work, Macdonald underlines that 
this is not one of those one-person 
shows based ona “gimmick.” 

Says the director, “This isn't about 
watching an actor's tricks, but more 
about being deeply involved in a fas- 
cinating human story.” 

“Although | have to say that my 
tricks are pretty good,” interjects 
Ullyatt with a wry grin.

Ina way Helen's Necklace is a 
morality tale, but one rendered deli 
cately. It isn’t so much what 
Frechette’s characters say, it’s how 
they tell their stories. The construc- 
tion foreman bursts with ironic rage 
as he tirelessly erects buildings — 
doomed fall under the shelling. A 
mother tremulously asks Helen’s 
help in finding her son’s red rubber 
ball, a vagrant offers to sell her an 
ancient necklace under the columns 
of a vanished civilization. Each 
story is a compelling mosaic piece. 
Such fare is meat and drink to 
Shadow Theatre, and John 
Sproule’s production both succeeds 
and falters. Kerem Cetinel’s set, a 
series of steps and concrete and 
rebar monolith against a scrim, 
establishes a sense of location for 
the episodic moments of the set, but 
is only used to its fullest potential in 
the concluding scenes of the play. 
Most of the time it is a playing 
space that doesn’t really add much 
to the world of Helen and Nabil. 
Wisely, Sproule plays with the 
rhythms of language—at times the 
pacing is as frenetic as a Lebanese 
taxi driver careening through 
Beirut. Helen’s language becomes 
staccato, frenzied until she screeches 
headlong into reality. That give and 
take between the calm and the 
crescendo is an arresting device. It 
lends the production a compelling 
sensation not unlike a paroxysm of 
weeping. Moments such as Helen’s 
encounter with a Lebanese woman 
become almost surreal, like 
moments of calm within grief.

TWO KINDS OF PEOPLE TEND TO BE 
drawn towards an itinerant life, 
There are the drifters—those who 
float along, borne by the wind, lofted 
about by every eddy and current of 
air. Then there are the people who 
are rooted to something far deeper 
than time or place, allied to an idea 
broader than the simplistic signifiers 
of modern life, thus allowing them 
to wander the world without ever 
losing that internalized compass that 
always seems to point them to truth- 
ful experiences 

Craig Bjerring appears to be the 
latter sort, judging from the prophet- 
ic, poetic utterances on his second 
full-length album under the Oldseed 
moniker (“It’s a project, not a per- 
sona,” Bjerring clarifies). when you 
laugh the world laughs with you when 
you cry you cry alone—one of the 
longest non-prog rock album titles, 
ever—is stuffed with the kind of 
wise observations and evocative 
descriptions that are the stock-in- 
trade of the watchful outsider. It’s a 
resonant, gorgeously burnished col- 
lection that establishes Bjerring as a 
plausible drinking buddy to the likes 
of Jeff Tweedy (Wilco) and Will Old- 
ham (Palace Brothers, Bonnie Prince 
Billy). 

Slipping stealthily along the back 
roads of roots, pop, and early-’70s 
country-rock, and wrapped with 
melodies of almost talismanic sim- 
plicity, Bjerring’s self-produced 
offering is almost painterly by 
nature. The skeletal underpinnings 
of his songs are occasionally illumi- 
nated by deft musical strokes and 
daubs—testrained but well placed. 
A trumpet blooms on a particularly 
redemptive track; hollering punctu- 
ates a rambunctious tune with rebel- 
liousness; guitar witchery adds an 
urgent ache to an angry song.

Ostensi- 
bly Winnipeg-based, the musician 
has spent much of his adult life on 
the road, from doing “helpful 
human” work in Africa to taking 
Oldseed across Europe and North 
America. Possessed of a restless 
intellect and a bottomless, compas- 
sionate curiosity, he says he finds 
both inspiration and meaning in his 
travels. 

“I'm always after something dif- 
ferent. I’m kind of balanced through 
extremes,” Bjerring laughs. “There's 

this idea of bard culture’ in many 
societies. Traditionally, these non- 
landowners are artists but also get 
used as advisors—non-biased 
sounding boards, because they 
aren’t immersed in any particular 
environment. Because I travel from 
place to place, I get dropped into 
these micro and macrocosms.” 

Ina way, when you laugh... is the 
ultimate travel diary, a memoir of 
the understanding you can reach 
about your own experiences when 
you're cruising down endlessly 
open roads, in search of other peo- 
ples’ lives.

THEY BUILT A LITTLE FORT AROUND 
the piano, a little fort made of sofa 
cushions, pillows, a bookshelf anda 
door 

It was more than child's play; it 
was a strategic move. 

Red Shag Carpet wanted a clean 
acoustic piano sound, and they were 
at war with their own microphones 

So they walled one up inside the 
back of the instrument, to keep it 
safe and clean 

The plan worked 

On the band’s sophomore effort 
Lift and Drop, every instrument got 
the “fort” treatment (well, okay, 
maybe not literally), allowing for 
plenty of breathing room and giving 
the vocals as much space as neces- 
sary 

Lift and Drop shows a band that has 
learned a lot in the years following 
the release of their self-titled debut 
album. The band is now more openly 
aware of how much influence bands 
like Wilco, Ben Folds, and Gomez 
have played on their sonic structures. 

As such, they are not afraid to 
admit to the direction in which 
they’re headed—a spellbinding song 
like “Ground,” which mimics some 
of Wilco’s deconstructive pop sensi- 
bilities, makes it even more obvious. 

“It’s kind of hypnotizing because 
it’s so simple,” explains drummer 

Allan Pickard, sipping a'steaming 
cup of coffee as he’s cc ymfortably 
slouched in a booth at a downtown 
diner. He leans forward and rests his 
coffee on the table, brushing aside 
empty creamer cups with his free 
hand. “We were playing this take 
where, at the end, the shit hits the fan, 
e wheels fall off, and the whole 
song goes kinda crazy...” 

‘And, of course, you can’t plan 
how it’s going to fall apart because it 
would sound so contrived,” finishes 
bassist Daniel Yarmon. “So we took 
about 50 takes trying to get a natural- 
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sounding destruction at the end.” 

On one specific take—one the 
band was sure hadn't cut it—you can 
hear them arguing about how it’s not 
working, each member taking a turn 
at giving it a verbal shrug. 

If it hadn‘t been for producer Nik 
Kozub, that take—which is the one 
heard on the record—would’ve been 
trashed. Kozub knew better. 

Yarmon, Pickard, pianist Matti 
Darrah, and guitarist Ted Ani are still 
learning about the business of their 
craft, something they had no clue 
about when they first started out in 
2003 ; 

At the time, all they knew was they 
wanted to start a band and tour— 
they even bought their van before 
they had a single song in the can, and 
it sat waiting in the parking lot until 
Red Shag Carpet had a record to pro- 
mote. 

“We did our first album without 
having done any touring,” says 
Yarmon, seemingly unconcerned by 
his band’s tendency to do things 
backwards. “We didn’t know any- 
thing about the music business—we 
learned more and more about the 
kind of songs we wanted to write 
and the kind of album we really 
wanted to make as we were touring.” 

Over the span of one year, Red 
Shag Carpet ended up playing 120 








shows all across the country, gather- 
ing fans the old-fashioned way. With 
little to no material to play, the band 
often had to stretch songs into jams in 
order to fulfill their live obligations— 
a technique they were prompt to 
abandon when it came to recording 
Lift and Drop. 

“Every band probably goes 
through this, but I think [now] ‘less is 
more,” says Yarmon. “We do this live 
too, now. It gives a room for—what is 
probably the most important thing— 
the melody and the vocals.” 

With Kozub as co-producer, Red 
Shag Carpet’s quadruple vocal mix 
(all of them sing) and sinuous pop 
rock became more effective, stripped 
of artifice, and straight to the point. 

The band is still looking to get a 
deal with a label or a distributor, and 
their upcoming cross-Canada tour will 
be filled with high hopes and expecta- 
tions. Lift and Drop certainly proves the 
band to be ready for the challenges 
ahead, even if they'll probably tackle 
them unlike anyone else. 

“| don’t think we have any preten- 
sions that, you know, ‘we're never 
going to be better than this,’ exclaims 
Pickard, grinning as he leans back into 
the booth. “1 think we all fully under- 
stand this is just another stepping 
stone.”

It’s working. He's released seven 
critically acclaimed recordings on 
his own name, has appeared on 
over a dozen others as a guest, and 
has been nominated for a Grammy 
six times. 

Man In The Air, released in 2003, 
showcases all of this considerable 
talent. Thoughtful, original, emo- 
tional lyrics accompany melodies 
by Pat Metheny, Joe Zawinul, Her- 
bie Hancock, and Courtney Pine. 
The interplay between his fluid 
voice and instrumental accompani- 
















ment emphasizes a feeling of spiri- 
tuality. 

Adding to his list of accomplish- 
ments, 2006 marks an anniversary 
for Elling and the musicians he 
works most closely with. “We're 
celebrating being together for ten 
years as a band, so our shows 
reflect that. We reach back into our 
older projects, but we're also work- 
ing on new material, and we'll be 
test driving some of that.”

METAL THRIVES IN TROUBLED TIMES 

The last six years have given New Jersey- 
based God Forbid a lot to thrash about 
Reaching new heights by crafting their own 
American brand of Scandinavian-style 
metal, the quintet found their niche in doing 
what their influences had excelled at—rag- 
ing against the system. 

Just like the bands they grew up worship- 
ping—Machinehead, Sepultura, Cradle of 
Filth—they are riding the crest of a very 
unstable wave 

“t's hard to believe it’s going to stay at 
such a high level,” admits lead 
spits voodlst Doc Coyle. “[But] as long 
as everyone sticks to their guns and remem- 
bers why they're doing it~and all those big- 
ger bands really hold it down—| think it'll 
pretty well. Right now, especially in tumul- 
fuous fimes, you have a lot of angry people 
for whom heavy music is always going to be 


an outlet.” 

Political turmoil has been a constant 
source of inspiration for metal bands the 
world over, and the past few years have 
sparked a return to apocalyptic allegories 
conveyed through killer riffs and thought-pro- 
voking lyrics that usually get bands the ol 
“Parental Advisory” label stamped on the 
front cover of their record art. 

Never the ones to shy away from making 
a strong statement, pe after witnessing the 
systemic failure of the current United States 

‘overnment, God Forbid conceptualized 
hit own epic, [V: Constitution of Treason, as 
an urgent call for action. 

“Ws a rough period because | knew it was 
going to happen—as soon as Bush got elect- 
ed, | knew that the country would be involved 
in a world war. | knew it would last forever, 
and it would be a horrible situation,” says 
Coyle. “It's one of these things where you 
foresee all these dooms but you feel really 
helpless. Now we're in a situation that we 
can't get out of. All we can do is look to the 
future and not completely give up hope.” 

For Coyle, the key is ies his listeners to 











wake up, start educating themselves ; 
what is going on, and form their own 
ion about the situation—as oppos 
ting the powers that be feed them 
propaganda. 

However, Coyle is just a musiciar 
he’s fully aware his role in changing 
attitude remains limited.

“A lot of this project feels like when | was 
15 and just making up a cool riff,” he says. 
“It doesn’t feel forced. | haven’t had that 
feeling since | was just starting to play.” 

Bloomsday acknowledges that part of the 
angsty urgency driving his songs may arise 
from the joy of plugging into his youthful 
excitement about rock. He adds, “I always 
cite The Cars as this rock band that 
employed beats.

His debut as “Junior Bloomsday,” a self- 
titled, two-song 7” record, is a nod to that 
era, not only musically, but also simply 
through the nostalgia of vinyl.

Together with Bardot, Gains- 
bourg recorded classics like “Bonnie 
& Clyde,” “Harley Davidson,” and 
“Contact.” But after recording “Je 
aime... moi non plus,” the two split 
permanently. Bardot felt that the 
breathy track was too daring and pre- 
vented it from being released. 

Unfazed, Gainsbourg simply found 
himself a different muse: young 
British actress Jane Birkin, who was 
not at all put off by “Je aime...” Her 
duet with Gainsbourg managed to 
breathe, sigh, and squirm all the way 
to the top of the British charts—the 
only French recording to ever do so, 
despite being condemned by the 
Pope.

Also, the raw and erratic guitar 
scattered throughout the album 
sounds closer to the distorted chunk- 
ing of punk rock than the pretentious- 
ness of most classic rock. Perhaps 
most impressive, though, is the mod- 
ern phrasing of the orchestra, elegant- 
ly arranged by Jean-Claude Vannier. 
The strings are used sparsely and sub- 
versively. They are seldom heard 
when expected and do more to accen- 
tuate the rhythm and salacious pathos 
than provide any classical sweep. 

The object of Gainsbourg’s obses- 
sion on the album is a teenage girl, 
whom he almost runs over as he 
roams around in his Rolls, and who 
subsequently introduces herself as

SHUYLER JANSEN’S HOBOTRON

A SMALL BUT APPRECIATIVE CROWD 
was on hand to cheer on Bramwell 
Park before he takes to the seas on 
cruise-ship duty. The boyish multi- 
instrumentalist wrapped his melod- 
ic pipes around sweet, Brill Build- 
ing-tinged folk, buoyed along by 
percussive string work and a well- 
placed kick drum. He cheerfully felt 
his way through new songs and 
something by “a famous frog’— 
Park’s cover of “Rainbow Connec- 
tion” was sparer than Kermit's but 
Just as sincere. 

The Digs came on and quickly 
stunned the arty hosers who were 
anticipating 45 minutes or so of 
catching up with pals and ducking 
out for smokes. The old-timey-ness 
of their gutbucket banjo and back- 
porch fiddle, supplemented by 
melodic bass and driving drums, 
made for a gripping set that packed 
the dance floor. Phil Saylor Wisor’s 
smoking voice and penetrating 
delivery was contradicted by his 
neighbourhood paperboy looks; 
their authentic spirit rendered origi- 
nal ditties and traditional murder 
ballads and condemnation rags 
indistinguishable from one other. 
Sayer’s other outfit, The Shiftless 
Rounders, plays March 21. 

I'll confess to being a virgin: I'd 
never actually heard Shuyler 
Jansen’s Hobotron. A helpful Craig 
Schram (Five O'Clock Charlie) 
described the project as, “synthesiz- 
ers, drum machine, and heartbreak”.

circa The Unforgettable Fire, it should have 
been In-Flight Safety. The 22-year stylistic 
lag, however, doesn't do well by this four- 
piece’s debut. There's nothing wrong per se 
with the album—if's capable, close-to-main- 
stream rock that is nicely played and defity 
produced, with shimmery guitars, strong 


vocals, and a warm overall gloss—but it’s far 
from thrilling. While musically The Coast is 
Clear suffers simply from a ho hum case of 
the blands, it's lyrically wince-inducing, with 
wordplay veering between unimaginative 
and eye-rollingly icky (Exhibit A: “have no 
fear, the coast is clear’—a phrase that excit- 
ed the band to the point where it not only 
became the title, but also took a place of 
pride in-the artwork). The Unforgettable Fire 
still holds up as a great album because it 
was lit by passion and actually was a depar- 
ture in its time.
